Public Relations and Development, Elections held to replace students 
along with the passing of four mo- 
tions and three elections of students 
to faculty committees were the main 
issues of the Senate’s first meeting, of 
the new year. 

Wilhelm, serving his second term 
as President of the Alunmi Associa- 
tion, informed the senators about the 
functions of the Alumni Office. Such 
areas discussed were: admissions, 
campus relations, ' and the duties of 
the board members. Wilhelm also 
stated that the association is present- 
ly working for the “Brick-by-Brick” 
redevelopment program, with a goal 
of $300,000. 

“Communications to the students, 
alumni and community is the prime 
function of the Development Office,” 
stressed Gladu. He added that he is 
presently working on redevelopment 
“kick-off” dinners around the coun- 
try. He has just returned from Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., where he addressed alunmi 
in that area. After reflecting on the 
work of the senate and faculty, Gladu 
concluded “my motto is, a little more 
cooperation, and less conflict, and 
we’ll go a long way.”

Dave Htineryager produced his 
highest point output of his ca- 
reer, hitting 17 of 21 field goal 
attempts and scoring 35 points 
overall. The 6-6 Hammond, Ind. 

in the first half, as the Pumas, 
moved to a 55-30 halftime ad- 
vantage and never let up in the 
second half. 

Huneryagjsr also had his big- 
gest rebouWing output of the 
season, grabbing 14 caroms to 
lead both teams. - 

Jim Thordsen performed well 
after his record-setting perform- 
ance at Valparaiso, scoring 19 
points, grabbing 10 rebounds and 
setting up players undeimeath 
with six assists. Freshmen Ron 
Johnson and Jerry Klamorowski 
followed with 14 and 10 .points, 
respectively. 

. Jack Roudebush, Wabash’s top 
gun and one of the .nation’s top 
free throw shooters, led the Lit- 
tle Giants with 25 points, but the 
aggressive Puma defense also 
forced him into 11 turnovers. 

Saint Joe showed complete 
domination of the boards, wiping 
the glass clean by a 66-33 count. 
The Pumas, the Indiana Collegi- 
ate Conference’s top assist team, 
had 31 as a team, with Thord- 
sen apd Santana leading with 
six, followed by Curt Symonds 
with five. 

Thordsen set all sorts of rec- 
ords Saturday night with a sen- 
sational 63-point effort at Val- 
paraiso. 

But the Crusaders had three 
players score 20 or more points 
in the Indiana Collegiate Con- 
ference dogfight and scrambled 
to a 94-82 victory. 

Thordsen became the 12th 
player in Puma history to score 
1000 or more points in a career, 
but Valpo, led by 6-7 center Joel 
Oberman, h^d the lead, and at 


one point, were, up by 12 in the ' 
opening stages of the first half. 
Saint Joe scrambled back to lead 
briefly, 25-23, with 6:66 remain- 
ing, but the Crusaders outscored 
the Saints 20-4 to close out the 
half. 

Saint Joseph’s, with Thordsen 
leading the scoring charge, pick- 
away at the Valpo lead and 
whittled it to six, 64-48, before 
the roof fell in on the' Pumas. 

Thordsen kept the Pumas in 
the second half, scoring 36 of 
his 63 points in the closing stan- 
za, including 24 points in the , 
last ten minutes. 

ITiordsen set six marks in the 
contest, including most points 
in one game in school and con- 
ference history, and most field 
goals made and attempted in 
school and conference history. 

Evansville, p i c k e d by ICC 
coache.s as the conference’s best 
squad, and by United Press In- 
ternational as the NCAA College 
Division’s top team, was extend- 
ed to the, wire before nipping 
the Pumas, 82-79, in the Pocket 
City Wednesday. ^ 

Dave Huneryager showed the 
crowd of 4,371 his best perform- 
ance of the season, leading all 
scorers with 26 points. Six-seven 


freshman sensation Jeff Frey 
led the Aces with 21, followed 
by Jerry Conrad with 20. 

Saint Joe whittled a Id-point 
Evansville lead to two points on 
three occasions, but were stop- 
ped all three times from tying 
the contest. 

The Pumas won their first 
holiday tournament ever during 
the Christmas break, downing 
College of Racine, 88-66, to cap- 
ture the Dominican Holiday 
Tournament in Racine, Wis!.-^ 

Thordsen was named the tour- 
nament’s MVP, and forwards 
Huneryager and Kyle Wiggs 
were selected to Hie all-touma- 
ment first team. The Pumas 
reached the final game by clob- 
"hering Indiana Tech, 82^2. 

After the tournament victories, 
the Saints dropped two contests, 
83-66 to Northwestern and 89-71 
to DePaUl, before coming back 
home and defeating Wisconsin- 
Oshkosh, 108-76 and DePauw, 
99-72.

Dave Huneryager had his best performance of the season 
against Evansville, scoring 26 points for the night, most com- 
ing on assists from Jim Thordsen. Thordsen, tripled-teamed 
often in the contest, decided to let his passes do his talking, 
and in the process, fed several times to an open Huneryager 
and others under the basket. 

Saturday night it was Thordsen's turn to do the scoring, 
and that he did, with a record-shattering 53-point effort. While 
he did the scoring, his teammates did the passing, time and 
again working patiently inside so the 6-6 center could get free 
for close shots. 

"It's really tough to ask a team to give up something to 
make another thing work," explains coach, John Weinert, "but 
they did just that, and I was very pleased with their perform- 
ance."

With the winter thaw of late, baseball has sprung on the 
Puma athletic scene. Coach Geiorge Post has his squad On a 
four-day per week y/orkout program until the first week in 
March when full drills start for the 25-man squad.

'We had the smallest line in the conference, 
and pound-for-pound, it was the beit. 

'We have had great improvement from the beginning," 
continues the coach, "and we will continue to improve over 
as well. We lost one starter in the first game, 
three others played hurt all season. If that's not guts, I 
don't know what Is." 

Next year, only Greg Diem, an ICC first team performer 
in Mariani's eyes, graduates, leaving six solid front-line per- 
formers for the coaching staff to drool on. Juniors Mike Noel 
and Greg Perkins, sophomores Terry Done, Jim DeLach and Al 
Waz^ and freshman Don Clemens return to give the Saints 
more experience up front, where the planning begins for the 
Indiana Collegiate Conference championship. 

"Next year Saint Joe will have the best line in the con- 
ference," says Mariani. "Maybe then we'll get the respect we 
deserve."

“The Shock of 
Recognition” and “1*11 Be Home 
for Christmas,” both written bjf 
Robert Anderson, will be pre- 
sented in Halleck Center north 
lounge at*’ 8:00 o’clock tonight 
along with a musical interlude 
featuring songs by Dory Previn. 

“The Shock of Recognition” 
deals with the idea of censorship, 
while focusing on the insecurity 
that pedple have about their 
bodies. It features Bill Maddocks 
(fr.-WSF.) as the plasrwright, 
Frank Tunk (sr.-Ben.) as the 
producer, Janice Simonelli (fr.- 
Hal.) as the producer’s secre- 
tary, and Brian Dering (fr.- 
ESF.) as the actor who person- 
ifies insecurity. ^It is a down- 
to-earth, meaningful comedy. 

The second play, “I’ll Be Home 
for Christmas,” is more serious 
and more emotional. The play 
centers on the mental collapse 
of Chuck Berringer, portrayed 
by Mark Bella (fr.-Gal.). The 
other characters are Berringer’s 
wife, played by Wendy Harter 
(jr.-Jus.) and their daughter, 
portrayed by Monica Bauer 
(soph.-Hal.).
